An example has Just been furnished 

■ Farmer Jny Boston, who operated 610 Irrl 
Bated acres near Hereford, northern Texas. 

When the senate nsrlculture committee 
held hearings In Fort Worth, Farmer Boston 
crabbed the headlines with a proposition. 

If Secretary of Agriculture Ezra Tatt Ben. 
iton would come to Terns, take over the Bos- 
-ton place, run H under existing sliding scale 
'price supports and show a prof|t, Boston 
• would give his farm to Benson as a B"t. 

A checlcup by the Amarlllo, Tex., Glob _ 
' News showed that Boston was no shiftless 
operator. He Is recognized as the best farmer 
in his conservation district. Several years ago 
he won & prize for raising 70 bushels of wheat 
to the acreJn an area where 10 bushels L« 
the average. 

His gripe now is that under existing sup 
ports on grain sorghums and a depressed' ho* 
market-on which two crops he has. been 
specializing— he can't make money. 

"I'm not denying that I made money on 
my place In years past," he says. "But I 
haven't made any this year." 

The news traveled far and wide. Paul Horn, 
a Texas-born farmer who now operates a 
number of properties In the Moorhead, Minn., 
area— specializing In vegetables— read about 
it. He Immediately wrote to Boston, offering 
to substitute for Secretary Benson, taking 
over Jan. 1. 1057. 

"I will take over your farm for a period of 
four years," Horn offered. "If at the end of 
that time I cannot show a fair average return 
on the appraised investment, I will not only 
return the property in as good a condition 
as It was received, but 2 will also pay you a 
fair cash rental." 

Horn attached only one string to his offer. 
He made it conditional on the present ad/ 
; ministration being continued in office after 
' the 1950 elections. He said he wasn't Inter- 
ested if the federal government was going to 
dictate methods of farming and marketing. 

"The disturbing thing about your statement 
Is that It creates the impression that the 
- larmeri of this country are. unable to make 

■ n living 4, without financial help from (he 
■' government," Horn wrote to Boston. 

"The fact Is that the vast majority of farm- 
' era in the United States are neither looking 
' for handouts, nor do they expect the govern- 
ment to guarantee them a profit," .he said. 

An Inquiry direct to Farmer Horn as to 
whether the Texan had replied to his offer 
brought back the reply: 

"I have not heard from Mr. Boston to date, 
and until I do, I can pursue the matter no 
1 further." 

From Farmer. Boston tbn word is that: "I 
didn't make a wide open proposition for any- 
one who wanted to take mc up on It . . . 
I "Nobody's called my bluff, because the only 
' one who can call my bluff Is Mr. Benson." 
1 From Benson's office the word Is that no 
communication has ever been received from 
Mr. Boston, and that the secretary had never 
j even heard of tho Texan's offer.

WASHINGTON, Dec. IS HB-Tho 
United States hopes to launch I La 
tint citrth satellite into tptce tome 
time before Bepl.

This la the most specific target 
period yet disclosed' lor Project 
Vanguard, the artificial moon.pro- 
irmrri.

first satellite up on schedule." 

The artificial moons are expected 
to flash around- the globe every 90 
minutes for weeks and powibly 
months at 18,000 miles an hour. 
They will follow elliptical orbits 300 
to BOO miles distant from the planet. 
Their electronic senses will observe 
and report physical phenomena In 
spnee which affect life on the earth. 

Russia also has announced she 
will send up artificial moons ar 
part of, the IOY program. There h/ii 
been speculation she might beat this , 
country to the space frontier. '
